ROBBERS COURTEOUS TO OFFICERS. 


After a lull, Bias Bay pirates 


are again active. The latest out- 


rage was perpetrated on the s.8. Helikon on Monday morning, and 
after the freebooters had captured the steamer, the Captain was 
ordered to take her-to Bias Bay, where the robbers made good their 
escape with booty and prisoners held for ransom. 

The Helikon carried about six hundred native passengers in. 
cluding ono European saloon passenger, Mr. Stewart Smith, well- 
known in Hong Kong. Each one of the passengers was systematical. 
ly searched, not one time, but three. times, and in some cases even 


four times. ‘They were robbed of 
ship. returned to Hong Kong this 


all they possessed, and when the 
morning. practically every one of 


the passengers had no.money to pay for their sampan to come ashore: 


NO GRILLES, AND: NO ARMS. 


News of the piratical attack on 
the s.s, Helikon first reached Hong 
Kong this. morning in a Naval 
Wireless message. which stated 
that, the vessel would return. to 
local waters at slout 9 am. 

On enquiries heing made from 


: the agents, it was found that the] ° 


’ Helikon had arrived here at 8.30}, 
, am, und wag anchored outside 
Kowloon Bay, A China Mail repre- 
sentative proceeded out and, on 
reaching’ the vessel, wa’ informed 
by the Police Officers that no one 
was allowed to hoard the vessel 
until the Police had taken a com- 
plete statement from officers, 
crew, and passengers. : 
A Long Wait. 
A long wait ensued, and when 
‘Mr. L. H. V. Booth, Acting 
. Assistant D.C, arrived at 11 
a.m., our representative courteous- 
ly asked permission to be allowed 
on board to get some details of the 
piracy, informing him at the same 
time of the hour of going to Press. 
Mr. Booth said that he would see 
to that and after another wait | 
‘of half an hour, a note was sent . 
up to him by our representative, 
. reminding him that he was still 
waiting. “To this note, Mr. Booth. 
replied as follows: -“Please wait. | 
We. are’ still taking statements 
from the. officers at present,” 


Passengers Released. 

At long last, to be precise at 
12.25 o'clock, Pressmen were al- 
lowed to Board the. ship, and it! 
Was just at that time that the! 
passenigers were being released 

fter the Police had satisfied 
themselves of their bona fides.

The pirates had control of the 
ship the whole of Monday, ‘and 
the order was given to the officer, 


of the watch to steam for Bias’ 


Bay, They arrived at the. fre- 
booters’ rendezvous at 12.16 this 
morning, when the robbers com- 
inandeered two of the ship's boats 
to take themselves and their oot 
j ashore.: 

The Helikon’ carried 600 Chin- 
efe passengers and a general 
cargo of about 500 tons,. There 
were also four cases of silk and 
65 chests of tea; these last two 
itema forming part of the booty. 


\ No “Rough Stuff.” 


Asked as to the hehaviour of 
the pirates, Captain. Anderaon 
suid: “Oh, they did not try any 
of their rough stuff-on ua.: They 
‘were very courteous, and, as ¢ 
matter of fact, one of them took 
something’ away from me, but the 
pirate chief returned it to me 
Tater.’ I am sure the other Euro- 
pean officers lost nothing, and if 
they had, they muat have Jt ro 
turned to’ them later, too.”- 

Captain Anderson said that in 
his opinion there must have been 
ubout sixteen ox seventeen’ armed 
men on board.

Special District Court. 


‘ ' Shanghai, wine 29. 
A very Important ruling, one 
which has a.direct bearing on all 
foreign business houses in China, 
was made in the Shanghai Special 
District Court yesterday morning 
by" Judge Ying Shih, of the Civil 
Division. This: was to the effect 
that foreign firms which. have not 
vegistered themselves with the 
Ministry of Industry, Commerce .& 


Labour or with gome local govern- 


fiental organ, will not be recognised 
as having legal status or the powet 
to sue and they will, therefore, not 
be permitted, in future to file suits 
in any Chinese courts of Jaw. 

The decision was given by Judge 
Ying in connection with the case in 
which the Mitsui Bussan Kaisha 
brought action against the guaran 


tor of Ho Hung-sing, a broker, who |’ 


iy alleged to have absconded with w' 
large sum of money belonging to 
the Japanese firm. Plaintiffs claim: 
ed Tis. 3,290, 

- Mr. O. Okamoto, attorney for the 
plaintiff company, protested against 
the ruling ‘on the ground that 
Japan's relatlona with China were 
sufficient to give the plaintiffs the 
tight to suo in Chinese courts 
Judge Ying overruled this on the 
ground that. the Sino-Japanese 
Treaty had expired in 1927 and no 
hew one had yet been: signed. * 

The ruling establishes. a very 
important precédent and involves a 
legal principle: affecting all foreign 
firms in China. The Chinese law 
demands that all foreign firms must 
rewister, Falling which they will not 
he recognised as having the Powe) 
to sue.

A GREENHORN IN THE 
~. PHILIPPINES:. - 


Fascinating Rerions of 
the Orient. 


SULULAND TREK. 


Jolo was a most pleasant surprise 
(writes Aleko "E. Lilius who Is 
contributing a’ series of articles on 
his travels in the Philippines: to the 
Mindanao. ‘Herald = Zamboanga, 
Philippine’ Islands). 

T don't know the reason for it 
but some people in Manila did their 
best to discourage me from coming 
south. Some say it was politics. 
T do not know. 

“Oh, you really must go to 
Baguio! It’s much more pleasant 
than Jolo,” I was assured.’ “In 
Jolo, you know, people go about 
dressed so funny, with turbans, and 
with blackened ‘teeth. They’ carry 
krises and bolos, and your life will 
be in jeopardy. The Moros aro 
fierce, you' know; (and have you 
ever heard of juramentatos?” 

No, J was not cut to pieces tho 
moment I Ianded at Jol. There 
were a lot of people “thre dressed 
in gaudy ‘silks , and gold, some of 
them carrying: beautiful side-arms, 
and to my childish mind they were 
Princes and princesses come’ to 
They looked 
proud, these, people, and indepen- 
dent. : 

I admit that'l am a greenhorn in 
the Philippines. It Is very Httle 
I know about the politics of the Ts 
lands, still less about Moroland. 
But what I saw during more than 
two months travelling by land and 
water, by automobile, launch, vinta 
and sapit, makes the Sulu ‘archi- 
pelago to me the most fascinating 
part of,the Orient. | 

On the day of my landing I went 
to pay my respects to Governor 
James R, Fugate. There are very 
few outward signa of officlaldom 


about him, thank .God, and I have |) 


met a lot of American officials be- 
fore, but from the very first this 
governor gave meethe impression 
of being a human being. 

. He ‘was, about to start on a trip 
into the country In his car, He 
said he was going on business to 
consult with a number of his sub- 


‘fordinate Muro officials, and although 


it might be tedious for me, I might 
Ro with him if T wished, You may 
be sure I went! : a 

Thereafter, for seven days I ac- 
eompaniéd the governor ‘on his 
trips and we criss-crossel that *is- 
Jand of Jolo from end to end. We 
visited Indanan, Parang; Taglibi, 
Maimbung, Romandier,' Camp 
Andres, Selt Lake,: Crater Lakes, 


‘Talipao, and many other places’ with 


namey more or Jess difficult to pro- 
nounce. And I saw and learned 
a lot. by . 

Besides hundreds of pictured with 
my cameras, a beautiful picture was 
engraved upon my mind. of the 


{gradual development of a formerly 


hostile country into a fertile garden 
of. well kept-coconut groves, hemp 
and ‘rice flelds and’ vegetable 
patches,. ‘with many fine looking 
horses, carabao and cattle; and of 
a ‘people peaceful, industrious, 
well-fed—eiger to be photographed 
fn the midst of it, all. : 
Later I travelled for miny days 


among the islands’ of the Sulu ar-}' 


chipelago. 1 visited the. jslands of 
Bongao, Siasi, Sitangkal, “South 
Ubian, Tawl-Tawi, and found that 
Jolo was no ‘exteption. The peo- 
ple everywhere were just as friend- 
ly, Just as eager to help me in photo- 
graphing the various phases of their 


daily lives, -I sailed many leagues: 


in a sapit with a crew made up of 
Bajaos and Samals (the pirates of 
former years) and they did not. cut 
me up! “Ia there any wonder that 
Tam all ‘for the Moros? - : 

Tt seems to me that Fugate Js the 
ideal governor for the Sulu people. 
T heard. Jot about him, pro and 
con, In the town of Jolo, Among 
certain eléments of the Christian 
population, both American and 
Filipino, he {s not very popular. 
They say he is not the driving kind 
—too ‘soft. I noticed, however, 
that he fs not what we call. « 
“mixer.” But I'am not going to 
start an argument, " ag: 

T saw ‘that the. Moro pople re- 
spected him, but his hands always 
found business elsewhere whon they

The money, the interest and con- 
siderable of the capital was paid 
out of harbour revenues alone.

From Montreal to 
Liverpool it is 2,760 nautical 
miles, compared. with Portland's 
2,788, Boston's 2,861, New York’s 
8,048, Philadelphia's’ 8,179, Balti- 
more’s 3,835, New Orlean’s 4,582 
and Galveston’s' 4,726. To. add to 
its value, it is the nearest ocean 
port to the vast north-central 
producing areas, of North 
America, with the St. Lawrence 
canal route 110 miles shorter to 
Montreal than the American canal 
route to New York, and having a 
cargo capacity almost twice that 
of the Erie canal. 

The ,new'~ Montreal. harbour 
bridge; which was officially opened 
on May ‘24, is described at length 
by Mr. P. L. Pratley, M.Inst.0.D.

If it were yossible for the 
author of “Robinson. Crusoe” to 
walk along Euston Road, London, 
and enter the bookshop of. Mr. 
R. R. Trout, he ‘would be even 
more amazed than was his immor- 
tal hero when he discovered “the 
print of a man’s naked foot on the 
shore” of what he thought was an 
uninhabited island. 

Daniél Defoe would find a 
Ubrary of hundreds of volumes, 
on their shelves — thin, fat, tall, 
each a copy of’ his famous work, 
but differing in sumerespect from 
its companions. Many are in 


. | strange languages. Some of them 


are printed in quaint characters, 
and begin where ‘English books 
leave off; the reader starts at the 
hottom of the last page and fol. 
lows the type upwards, 


There they stand in bold array | - 


on their shelves—-thin, fat, tall, 
short, illustrated, pictureless, 
some in rich bindings and others 
in ordinary garh. valued'‘at a few 
shillings or many pounds, 
“Robinson Crusce” was first pub- 
lished over 200 years ago, but its 

glory remains untarnished. ‘ 
Mr. Trout started this wonder- 
collection heenuse of the 
influence ‘of “Robinson 
in helping to make the 

British Empire.‘ 

_ Frank T, Bullen, the writer of 
sea stories, cast away on a deso- 
late coral reef as n boy of twelve, 
with other men:bers of a ship- 
wrecked crew, felt no terror, but 
rather gloried in his lonely sur- 
roundings “because they were so 


familiar to me through my read- 7 


ing of Robinson’s dinry.” 

The bearded adventurer with 
the high goat-skin hat has inspir- 
ed men to carry the Union Jack to 
the ‘world’s desolate places as no 
other person, re»! or imaginary, 
hag ever done. . 

Truth, to tell, Robinson Crusoe 
is a man of fiction and of fact. 
Had there been no Alexander 
Selkirk it is probable that Defoe 
would never have created _ his 


Selkirk, after taking part in 
privatcering’ expeditions, became’ 
mate of an English vessel named 
the Cinque Ports. He quarrelled 
with the captain, and asked to be 
left on the uninhabited island of 
Juan Fernandez,: in the South! 
Pacific. 
agreed. Alexander repented, but 
the officer did not. 

On two occasicns the crews of 
Spanish ships Innded, but Selkirk 
hid for fear of being captured 
and kept a-prisoner, The lonell- 
ness of Juan | Fernandez seemed: 
paradise to-w6rking in the silver 
mines of South America. 

At the beginning. of 1709 Cap- 
tain Woodes Rogers, an English 
privateer, sent a boat ashore. It 
returned, says Rogers, with “a 
man clothed in goat-skins, whs 
looked wilder than the first-owner 
of them. *.He had been on the

Rogers . af terwards. published 


‘the story of Selkirk’g adventures, 


and the plucky islander himeelf, 
as well as Edward Cooke and Sir 
Richard Steele, also related them. 
Defoe .may or may not have 
read all these accounts. To what. 
ever source he was indebted he 
brought the magie touch of genius 
and imagination, and gave to the 
world ‘a book that will ‘live for 
ever.—Daily.

In the first five months of the 
year the turnover of the totalisa- 
tors controlled by the Racecourse 


‘| Betting Control Board has exceed- 


ed £1,000,000, 


An ‘official ‘told the Evening, 


News that the Board was “perfect- 
ly satisfied with results to date, 


‘| and that still further improvements 


in the: position are confidently an- 
tleipated.” 

Aaked whether it was true that 
the. working of the totalisator 
showed heavy loasea, the offictal re- 
plied, “Any suggestion of the’ sort 
I too ridiculous for words. 

Enormous Receipts, ° 

“Here Is a true indication of the 
way things are going. 

Between July 2, when the first. 
“totes” were opened simultaneous- 
ly at Newmarket and Carlisle, and 
the close of the year, the turnover 
was £500,000. That was for six 
months. In tho last five months 
that turnover has been increased 
to £1,000,000.° Does that look as 
if the totalfsator is a failure? . 

“Before you can arrive at any- 
thing like a reliable estimate of 
what the profits are likely ‘to be 
you must walt to see in full opera- 
tion all the machinery and or-' 
ganisation on which capital has 
been expended. 

“Remember that there [a only 
one fully mechanised Totalisator 
in operation—that _at Newmarket, 
which was opened #0 recently as 
April last. 

Intricate Machines. 

“When all the Totes have been 
made fully mechanised the turn- 
over will be bound to increase 
enormously, And that will be the 
time to compare expenditure with 
income, ° 

“The board looks forward to it 
with the. utmost confidence, en- 
couraged by results that are al- 
ready. fully up to expectations. 

“If there is some delay in get: 


‘thg these fully mechanised ‘totes’ 


in operation it should be remem: 
bered that there are 80,000 elec- 
trleal leads in these machines, 
and one fault or error involves 
conaiderable labour in locating it. 


‘That ia why the mechanism is 


submitted 'to tho most rigorous test 
before it is passed for active ser- 
vice.

opened at Hamilton Park, near 
Glasgow. The third will be open-

Mackay Company in Las Pinas is

The Mackay company was granted 
a fanchise in 1928 to construct, 
maintain and operate in the Philip- 
pine Islands stations for the trans~ 
mission and reception of wireless 
long distance messages. It is pro- 
posed to carry on direct commuyica~ 
tion between Manila and San 
Francisco when the service is first 
inaugurated. . Later the service will 
to ‘make possible 
direct communication with its 
stations in’ New: York. It is be-

This company is at present operat- 
ing a high speed radio service in 
the United States serving Seattle 
and Tacoma, Washington; Portland, 
Oregon; ‘and San Francisco, Los 
Angelea and San Diego, California.
